The Minister informed the House 
that In South Wales, for example, a 
firm was arranging to set up n gloss 
factory and another firm a biscuit 
{actory, while a sewing machine 
factory at the Merthyr engineerin 
works at Aberdare and a reinfore: 
concrete factory at Port Talbot were 
also planned. Negotlations had also 
been proceeding between the Gov- 
ernment, the NufMicild Trustees and 
the Low Temperature Carbonisation 
Lid. ‘for the establishment of a 
“Conlite’ low temperature curbonisa- 
tion plant on the southern outcrop of 
the South Wales coalfield, and they 
had reached a polnt which. will 
enable a large plent-to—te erected 
by co-operation between the three 
Partles, provided the proposed new 
legislation was passed. 


The total capital involved in thesd 
six new undertakings in ‘South Wales 
would Be about £30,000,000 and they 
would ultLmately give employment to 
3,000 people.

CHINA TO REFUSE 
JAPAN OVERTURES 
OBSERVERS STATE 


/ WON'T RECOGNISE AUTONOMY 
OF NORTHERN AREAS 


Shanghai, Mar. 10. 

The Chinese rejection of the Japanese overtures fora renewal of negotiations 
‘for the re-adjustment of Sino-Japanese relations, until conditions are more favour- 
able, is foreshadowed by se veral Chinese journals this morning. 

The good impression created by the speech of Mr. Naotake Saito, the new 
Japanese Forcign Minister, has been somewhat abated by Tokyo's reaction -to the 
statement of foreign policy made by Dr. Wang Chung- hui, China’s new Foreign

Golf Course 
Damage ~ 


DIGGER SENT 
TO PRISON 


‘Colonel E. D, Matthews, Seerctary 
of the Reyal Hongkong Golf Club, 
‘appeared ns complainant before Mr. 
W,.Schofleld at Central Magistracy 
this morning when Chan Muk, aon 
unemployed man, nged 30, was 
charged with damaging the No. 2 
Fairway of Deep, Water Bay Golf 
Course. 

Sub-Inspector Dredge, ‘outlining 
the ense, said thet In the early morn- 
ing of March 3 the No. 1 groundsman 
at the course was walking In the 
area. with three other men. At No, 2 
Green they saw two men. Defen~ 
dant, who was holding a pick in his 
hand, shouted to them not to ap- 
proach, When the groundsmen came 
on, both the men ran up the bjllside. 
Defendant was ‘caught ofter a chase, 
during which he hurt himself by 
continually falling down over the 
rough stones. He had been In hos- 
pital for the past six days. There 
were about 70 fect of ground dug up 
and a large nmount of cable armour- 
ing was found. * 

Colonel Matthews told the Court 
that the Golf Club took a serious 
view of the matter. _There had been 
two or three cases before the Magis- 
trates lately and this was actually 
the fifth time in the last six weeks 
that the course had been damaged. 
The stafl had set a watch for these 
men, whose digging gave them a lot 
of repairing work to do. In this case’ 
repairs would cost’ $40 or $50. 

Defendant, who had one previous 
conviction last year, was sentenced 
to two months’ hard labour. He was 
also ordered to pay $25 amends or 
serve an additional month.

* London, ‘Mar. 9. 
In a speech In which he explained 
and defended the Government's 


. proposals for amendment and exten- 


sion of the special measures of re- 
habilitatlon already applicd to regions 


where parttculnrly severe unemploy- | 


ment obtains, the Minister of Labour 
was able to announce In the House 
of Commons a number of hopeful 
developments along Ines which the 
Government Is hoping to encourage, 
nomely, the establishment of new 
ight Iindustrics offering a ‘broader 
basis for employment, : 


The Minister informed the House 
that*in South .Wales, for example, a 
firm was arranging to sct up a glass 
factory and another firm a biscuit 
factory, while a sewing machine 
factory ‘at the Merthyr engineering 
works at Aberdare and a reinforced 
conerete factory at Port Talbot were 
niso planned. Negotiations had also 
been proceeding between the Gov- 
ernment, the Nufiteld Trustees and 
the Low Temperature Carbonlsation 
Ltd., for the establishment of a 
“Conlite” low tempcrature carbonisa- 
tion plant on the southetn outcrop of 
the South Wales coalfield, and they 
had feached a polnt which will 
enable o large plant to be erected 
by co-operation between, the three 
parties, provided the proposed new 
legislntion was passed. 


The total capital involved In these 
six new undertakings In South Wales 
would be about £10,000,000 and they 
would ultimately give employment to 
3,000 people. 

Mr, Ernest Brown also announced 
that the Government proposed to 
appoint a Royal Commission to make 
an nuthoritative and comprehensive 
study of the problems ra!sed by the 
southwards drift of industry and of

Survivor’s Story

Yabrico was not sunk by the Canarias, 
but was towed into San Sebastian 
ns a prize of war, adding that the 
Cannrins imprisoned 150 of the crew, 
whilst cleven others were drowned 
when attempting to cscape, 

The Mar Cantabrico, said the 
survivor, was set on fire, but the 
rebels quenched the flames, Those 
imprisoned included — ten North 
Americana ond fifteen Italians. The 
nome “Ada: Neweastic" was painted 
on the steamer {n mid-ocean, whilst 
throughout the voyage the ship ficew 
the British flag. 

Boo has voluntarily surrendered 
to the French authorities and is 
under technical arrest. He said the 
voynare was uneventful prior .to the 
sighting of the Canarias fifty - miles 
off Archacon, “We then changed 
direction,” he said, “and headed for 
-Bilbao. However, the Canarias avas 
swifter and, torpedoed us. A shell 
set fre to the Mar Cantabrico amid- 
ships ond ten of the crew who 
Jumped overbourd In attempting to 
eseape were drowned before the ar- 
rival of the rescuers. Later, another 
man and I jumped overboard, He 
was drowned, but I swam for halt 
an hour until the Camejeyre picked 
me up.”—United Press, ..

on equipping Karachi Airport with 
every kind of preventive device. 
Isolation quarters, ‘planc-disinfect- 
ing .measures,:- disinsectisation and 
the control of mosquitoes in the 
vicinity of the airport are measures 
which -are being adopted. : 

Hongkong . possesses ideal condi- 
tions for the spread of ycllow fever.. 
It has the correct temperature dur- 
ing summer months and, what is 
more important, the correct degree 
of humidity. Seaport towns are also 
most often affected. 

Yellow. fever is a transmittable 
discase—that js, It can be transmitted 
{rom one person ‘to another. Thus, 
an infected passenger travelling by 
airplane from Africa to Hongkong 
would not necessarily show symp- 
toms of the discase until after he 
had arrived here. He could, how- 
ever, infect anyone. with whom he 
came in contact. 

Mortality is usually very high. It 
varies from 20 perscent. to 80 per 
cent. In Rio de Janicro ‘in 1898 It 
reached the appalling height of 94.5 
per cent. The mortality rate {s 
usually highest in cities where the 
disease is not endemic. :
